The fine blue color for painting called ul 
trnmnrino is made from lapis lazuli by 
grinding it into powder and purifying it 
trom pyrites and other substances which 
ore mixed'with it in its natural state. As 
painters know well, this color is now dif 
llcult to obtain genuine since a mode o. 
making it artificially has been discovered 
by chemists. The difference in price is 
groat, tho artificial ultramarine beiug sol( 
for 8 or 10 shillings a hundredweight 


• whereas n pound weight of flue real ultra 


marine would cost from £80 to £100 and 
upward. The artificial cannot bo dlstin 
guishod from tho real by oven the mos 
careful chemical tests, tho only means o 
detecting tho former being by tho micro 
scope, which shows the absence of the 
sparkling particles of the broken stone 
from which the real ultramarine is never 
free.—New York Lodger.

Some Facts That Are Worthy of Careful 


C oiisideration. 


It is a fuct which the thinking voter Is 


considering just now, that William J. 
Bryan does not touch upon the tariff, nor 
does he refer to the point that his election 
will moan a continuation of tho hard times 
which have come upon the country as a 
result of the passage of the Wilson tariff 
bill—a bill misnamed a measure for reve- 
nue, but which produces nothing but a de- 
ficit. 


Mr. Bryan is eagerly seeking the votes 


of the farmers, yet on April 7, 1892, he 
voted in the house in favor of the Springer 
bill to place wool on the free list, thus 
striking 8 blow at every farmer who at- 
tempts to diversify his industry by raising 
sheep. The wool growers of Ohio, of 
Texas, of the west and southwest, remem- 
ber this. 


On the next day, April 8, 1893, he voted 


in favor of repealing the duty and admit- 
ting free foreign bagging for cotton, ma- 
chinery for its manufacture, cotton ties 
and cotton gins. Here he voted against 
tho interest of the workingmon employed 
in cotton manufacture, or in the building 
of machinery thereof. 


On July 8,1893, Mr. Bryan voted to re- 


duce the duty on tin plate and to repeal 
the section of the- McKlnley law which 
created the great tin plate industry In the 
United States. Another blow was then 
dealt at the workingmen whose votes ho

On May 2, 1892, Mr. Bryan moved to 


suspend the rules and pass his bill to place 
binding twine on the free list. He then 
struck another blow at the workingmen, 
for hundreds of them found employment 
in the manufacture of twine. It will not 
do to say his action was "for the benefit 
of tho farmer," because the price of bind- 
ing twlno is no lower now than It was in 
1818. His bill merely gave foreign work- 
men employment at the expense of the 
American workmen. It injured the latter, 
and did not benefit the farmers.

British owners now hold a large part of 


the silver stocks of this country, which 
produce about 50,000,000 ounces of silver a 
year. British owners now hold nearly all 
the other productive silver mines of tho 
world—In 
Australia, 
Mexico, South 


America, and elsewhere. Their product, 
aside from mines in this country, is *135,- 
000,000 ounces a yeur. The whole silver 
product comes to 175,000,000 ounces, and is 
Increasing at recent prices. Its bullion 
value is $115,600,000. The value to which 
the silvercrat party proposes to raise it bv 
a force bill Is $325,750,000. Difference, or 
additional profit, $110,200,000 a year on the 
present increasing product. That profit is 
the motive force of the sllverorat party, 
three-fourths or more in tho British Inter- 
est. The increase of this mostly British pro- 
duct did not stop when the market price 
went below 50 cents on a dollar in gold. 
Why should it? On the official report of 
the Broken Hill mine of New South "Wales, 
belonging to British owners, it makes IV 
uuo,uou ouncei a year, besides a lot of lead, 
copper and gold. 


At the market price of silver bullion it 


has paid its British stockholders in eight 
years, on a capital of less than $3,000,000, 
over $10,000,000 in profits, of -which over 
$25,000,000 was in gold coin, the rest in 
stocks. The silvercrat party, under the 
direction of Mr. F. G. Newlands, of Ne- 
vada, the leader, and Mr. W. J. Bryan, of 
Nebraska, the follower, proposes to double 
the market value of that bullion.

The Storekeeper ^Voald Have to 
fat 


Now Prieeil Upon Ills Goods Every Day. 


Those who BO roundly denounce the 


hunkers, especially those residing in Lon- 
lcmisphould htop to thiiik whether they 
would not be more in the banker's power 
than over If free silver ruled tho day. Let 
us see. The present value of silver bullion 
s governed by the market price In Lon- 
don ; hence, one day it might be worth 58 
conts, on another day 56 cents, and still on 
mother it might be worth only 50 cents or 
:ess. 
At the present time wo have no such 


fluctuation of tho dollar between tho time 
of leaving our offices at night and the 
time of returning to the same in themorn- 
ng. 


A ny one who has been in a country that 


is on a silver basis, such as Mexico, China, 
Japan or India, will understand that this 
is no hypothetical case, but an actual fact, 
for, as credits are always drawn on Lon- 
don, if a traveler in any one of those coun- 
tries desires to draw money on his letter 
jf credit he is told that they cannot tell 
whiit to charge him until they receive the 
London rate of exchange, which is based 
on the market price of silver. During part 
of tho time while I was in Japan exchange 
was. very low, consequent upon rumors of 
war with Buisia, and during those times 
the price of the Japanese yon, or dollar, 
dropped, and when the rumors wore found 
to bo without foundation exchange rose 
and tho price of the dollar went up. In a 
week's time its value fluctuated 10 per 
cent., and in Japan that was no unusual 
occurrence. Just think o£ what a com- 
motion that would make here if It should 
be necessary for a storekeeper to mark 
over his whole stock of goods everyday 
because tho value of the dollar had changed 
over night. 


Since the great decline has taken place 


in Japan prices for farm produce and mer- 
chandise, except during the war, have not 
risen, but have remained about stationary 
because of the increased supply, but the 
price for everything that is purchased out- 
side of Japan in a gold standard country 
has risen to almost double. H"tel pro- 
prietors and those who are forced to buy 
those articles that aro necessary to tho 
conducting of their business, and which 
are not produced In Japan, have now to 
pay double what they did before the great 
decline took place, and yet the hotel pro- 
prietors dare not raise the price of their 
rooms on account of competition. 
The 


proprietor of the Grand hotel in Yoko- 
hama told me himself that he was making 
less per day now since silver had declined 
than before its fall. In Japan the horse Is 
almost an unknown animal as far as 
transportation purposes are concerned, 
coolies, bo*, men and women, taking its 
place. For thirty-eight cents in our money 
these Japanese runners will pull you in a 
jinrickisha for ten hours at a pace that 
would kill almost any horse, and yet these 
runners stand among the highest paid 
labor in that country. 


There are those in the United States 
ho denounce Wall street as a gambling 


Ion, and they claim that the free coinage 
of silver would lessen the use of Wall 
street. But the whole population of tho 
Jnitod States, if we are on a silver basis, 
would be compelled to look at the London 
quotations of silver as cabled to Wall 
street before a single transaction could be 
inndo any day without running the risk 
of loss. 


Iu India it is the same as in Japan. The 


Tiipoo originally was worth SO or 32 cents; 
»day it is approximately worth 80 or 82 
conts, and some days it is down to 29 cents 
or up to 84 cents. 
Prices there for food 


products are no higher now than before 
the decline in silver took place, they be- 
ing governed by the slzo of the crops, de- 
pendent upon the quantity of rain that 
falls during the wet season. Railway 
fares are the same, and the price of an 
ocean passage to England Is Invariably 
tho same number of rupees. The railroad 
and the stoamsphip companies cannot 
raise tholr rates, but the traveler who 
comes from a gold standard country can 
buy his passage for just about one-half 
•what was formally charged. 


A good coachman can be had in Bom- 


bay for 10 rupees, or, say, $8.20, per month, 
and an excellent house servant and cou- 
rier for 1 rupee, or 39 cents per day, with 
an allowance of 4 annas, or 8 cents, a 


Her Attack on Lord Byron Offended Some 


of Her EnEllsu Frlonds. 


Mrs. Stowe had not visited Europe since 


185SI, and very little had been heard of her 
since her attack upon Lord Byron in 1809, 
which irreparably damaged her reputation. 
Mrs. Stowe made one of the greatest of 
literary successes with "Uncle Tom's 
C&nin," but she profited but little by the 
achievement. Her visit to England in 1853 
was a blaze of triumph, but she offended 
many of her European friends by the reve- 
lations and comments in her "Sunny 
Memories of Foreign Lands," published 
in 1854, which Maamlay abused as "a 
mighty foolish and impertinent book." It 
is, liowever, a work which can still be 
looked through with considerable enter- 
tainment, 


Mrs. Stowe paid a second visit to Eng- 


land in 1856, but the trip was a disappoint- 
ment, and most of her quondam friends in 
London utterly ignored her existence, re-' 
garding her as obsolete and played out. 
Hor melancholy and mortifying experi- 
ences during the vibit caused Maeaulay to 
indite some weighty remarks in his diary 
upon the subject of "lions." 


"There is nothing more pitiable than an 


ex-Hon or lioness. 
Lqndon, I have often 


thought, is like the sorceress in the 'Arabi- 
an Nights,' who, by some mysterious law, 
can love the same object only 40 days. 
During 40 days she is nil fondness. As soon 
as they are over she not only discards the 
poor favorite, but turns him Into some 
wretched shape—a mangy dog or spavined 
horse. 
How many hundreds of victims 


have undergone this fate (in London) since 
I was born! The strongest instances, I 
think, have been Botty, who was called 
the Young Boscius, Edward Irving and 
Mrs.. Beecher Stowe."—London Truth.

Electricity and Bicycle Rapidly Reducing 


tbe Noble Animal to His First Estate. 
Owners Beady to Give Them Away—Need 
tbe Pastures For Cattle. 


Imagine a herd of horses aggregating 


125,000 for which no practical use can be 
found. -, Stockmen of the northwest are to- 
day 'Cohsidering what disposition can bo 
made of this immense number of animals. 


This great herd roams the prairies of 


Montana, North Dakota, Washington and 
northern Idaho. 
They ore graziiig upon 


grass that is required for the sustenance 
of cattle and shesp and are practically 
worthless for any purpose. 
The cause of 


this serious condition is due to the bicycle 
and to street car systems operated by elec- 
tricity and by cable, the use of which with- 
in the lust few years have so largely done 
away with the employment of horses. 
In 


some of the districts named the horses are 
increasing so rd]iiclly in numbers that they 
are actually crowding live stock, used i'or 
supplying the moat markets of the coun- 
try, off ranges where, they find grass on 
which to subsist. 


The men who own this vast number of 


horses, ranging, as they do, over such a 
largo expanse of territory, can devise no 
means of relief, and they are practically 
helpless. Excellent horses, unbroken, can 
be bought for from $5 to $15 a head, but 
even at this low figure no buyers can be 
found, while the horses, too valuable to be 
destroyed and at the samo time too expen- 
sive to keep alive, continue to multiply. 


As a result of the liberal policy adopted 


)y the Northern Pacific and other railroad 
confpamos of the northwest, after meas- 
ures were adopted by tho government to 
!irciuii«erlbe>and koep the Indians within 
certain bounds, tho great ranges at one 
iime occupied by elk, buffalo, deer and 
.ntelope were quickly taken up by capital- 
sis, who, having beard of the; fame of this 
region as hunting grounds, established 
ranches there and began raising stock on 
a large scale. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars were invested in cattle and largo 
lerds of stock bought in Texas, Arizona 
and other states und territories in the 
southwest and driven to therich ranges In 
northern Idaho, North Dakota, Washing- 
son and Montana to fatten on the mitri- 
tious bunch grass which grows so lux- 
uriantly there. Immense fortunes wore 
made In this way, and cattle kings were 
numbered by tbe score. 


Among these stockmen were many who 


raised large herds of horses, either sepa- 
rately or in conjunction with cattle. When 
the Northern Paciflo railroad was com- 
pleted, much fjrpater accessibility to the 
horse markets ot tho east was possible. So 
encouraging was tho investment in horses 
that many owners increased their herds to 
as high as 10,000 or 13,000 head. 


Attention was given to raising finer 


grades of horses and abandoning the hiilf 
breed and broncho grades. Largo draft 
hordes at one time found ready pale In 
the eastern states and in Europe. It was 
also thought that there would bo an excel- 
lent market for horses in large cities, where 
street car companies use these animals for 
motive power. For a number o£ yours 
there was much profit in raising stock for 
street car use, but; when electricity and tho 
cable system were adopted the profits in 
horse raising gradually diminished until, 
instead of there being gains, there was a 
constant loss 


Imp' rtutirms of flue breeding stock from 


Kentucky and eastern states, ns well as 
from England aud Scotland, were made, 
but it was found that the horse industry 
was on tho decrease. 
Shipments to east- 


ern and nmUllo -\vestorii states over one 
railroad ulouo dropped from 10,000 head 
yearly to 2,000. To such on extent did 
the market depreciate that, instead ot mak- 
ing money, horse owners lound that they 
they stood a good chance of going into 
bankruptcy. 


Then the bicycle came into general use 


and the horse raising industry received its

day for his food, and those house servants^ 
constitute the highest paid class of labor 
in India. These servants are always men, 
jmd they commence their day's duties by 
bringing their master's "chota hazrl," or 
early breakfast, at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. They help you dress and then pro- 
ceed to wait npon the table, act as inter- 
preter during your ride, brush your clothes 
or pipe clay your torpee hat when you re- 
turn and follow you around like a faith- 
ful dog on every occasion, pack your 
trunk, keep off the horde of beggars that 
hourly annoy you, and wheu at night you 
retire they curl themselves up in their 
blankets and sleep on the mat outside 
yourctoor, ready to answer your cull. This 
is a fair example of the best paid class of 
native labor in India. 


The English soldiers in India, of whom 


there are 100,000 and over, bitterly com- 
plain that their wages, as now received 
in rupees, will not permit them to keep 
their families in England as they used to 
do before the depreciation took place, and 
are loudly clamoring for a compensation 
allowance to make their 
depreciated 


wages equivalent to what they formerly 
received. They claim that while they are 
paid the same nurnberof rupees par month 
ns formerly, yet It will buy in England 
only,one-half of what it used to buy. 


hl^'is exactly what wculd occur to every 
ilariod man, woman or child In this 


country if the free coinage of silver policy 
prevnllud 
Salaries might remain the 


same, but one-half of the ability of those 
tiiUurios to buy coffen, tea, sugar and all 
imported articles would be gone. 


Last year there was imported into the 


United" States about 1780,000,000 worth 
of products which oould bo classed as ne- 
cessaries, and all these things had to be 
paid for iu gold or 'n exports at gold 
priciw. Now, the price of wheat Is gov- 
ornec1 by tho London quotation in Mark 
liino, consequent upon the supply and 
'crop reports received from the Argentine 
Bepublic, India and Russia as well as our 
•west. Now, therefore, if business is dis- 
arranged in this country so that there are 
thousands of men out of work and those 
•who ore at work get paid In depreciated 
currency those men cannot afford to be as 
large consumers of the farmer's wheat 
and nork as they would otherwise be.

An Explanation of How the Saturated So- 


lution la Sweet Confined. 


For the benefit of those who visit the 


porcelain works at Sevres the guide ex- 
plains to some extent the processes. Among 
other tilings ho shows how the delicate 
cups are made. He holds in his hand a 
mold, fills it from a tank of porcelain mix- 
ture as one would fill a glass with ico wa- 
ter Irom a cooler, holds it for a moment or 
two and then pours out the mixture from 
the mold. The solution ii a saturated one 
—that is to say, a given quantity of the 
liquid cannot, contain any more of the solid 
than is actually in it. But the mold being 
porous it -withdraws some of the liquid 
from the mixture, and u portion of the 
solid part, having iost the -water that be- 
longs to it, is deposited in a thin layer 
along the surface of the mold. This is the 
cup, 
and alter a number of strengthening 


processes it becomes the delicate, eggshell 
porcelain cup. 


In much the sam<3 way the candy drops 


are m«de. The liquid is a saturated solu- 
tion and will not dissolve miy more sugar, 
just as your coffee in the morning-will not 
dissolve the fourth lump of sugar that you 
put into it; but, disintegrating it, deposits 
it at tho bottom of the cup. T.he sweet 
mixture is poured into molds of absorbent 
mntorittl—starch, for example—which at 
once begins to absorb the water. 


That part of tho sugar that lias been 


robbed of its water is deposited against the 
mold just as the porcelain is, and the re- 
sult is the liquid drop which, it is to be re-

This surplus of 125,000 horses consists 


not alone of bronchos or cattlo horses, but 
in it may be found such stock as coach 
and Clydesdale horses, nearly all of which, 
however, tiro unbroken. Among them ara 
the descendants of some very high priced 
stallions. 
One rancher near Walla Walla, 


Wash., has 3,000 horses on his range, all 
of which are finely bred. These he is will- 
ing to sell at $10 per head, "big and lit- 
tle," as the saying is among cattlemen, 
which means colts as well as the grown 
animals. He can find no purchaser for his 
stock. 
, 


The question which is now agitating 


these stockmen is, "What can be done to 
rid the ranges of this immense number of 
horses in order tlmt pasturage may be 
provided for tho large herds of cattle and 
sheep?" For cattle of this description an 
amount of pasturage is required which a 
person other than a stockman or one con- 
versant with the situation cannot imagine. 
Of course there is no feeding in tlmt part 
of the country for cattle during winter, 
for they range out of doors during the en- 
tire year; thercloio they must depend for 
food entirely upon the bunch and other 
grass which prow on the prairies and in 
the mountiiiiis, 


In 18U5 an experiment was made with a 


view of providing u way out of the trou- 
ble. A plant was established at Portland, 
Or., for the purpose of slaughtering 
horses and canning the meat for export to 
France 1 he plant was operated less than 
one year, howoMjr, for it did not succeed. 
Horesomen then sought to inrtuco beef 
slaughtering, packing mid rendering es- 
tubliflm.ents in the United States to take 
horses for slaughtering purposes, but the 
attempt lulled. The packing house own- 
ers absolutely declined to add horse slaugh- 
tering and canning to their beef slaugh- 
tering industry, on tnB ground that if it 
became generally known that they were 
canning horse inc.it tlie sale of their can- 
ned beef would be materially affected, if 
not en t-irsly dostroj ed. 


Proprietors oi rendering establishments 


refused to go west, to buy horses "from the 
range" for the reason that they were able 
to obtain iu the cities nil the discarded 
horses, they nci-dcd at u few dollars per 
bond, or at the -lij-lit (,ost of hauling them 
rrom dUlcrent inrrsol cities to their es- 
tablishments,
